Editors 
GAZETTE —I am stranded 


ut here about twenty-three m'les 


from Washington, D. C , waiting for 


train six hours and thought I would 


write you about what I saw in the 


Old Diminion." We lefs Washing- 


ton at T 35 a. m. and went to Otang?, 
Va , a distance of eighty five miles, 
yesterday and in the entire distance 
did not see a clover fiold I was told 
that the? had one of tha worst winters 
that they had for a long time and then 
had no rain until M»v 14 I happened 
to sit with Rev. S M* A<hy, of Orlean, 
Va.,who was in tha Confederate army, 
and he explained to me all about the 
different battlefields along this line. 
These old veterans are nearly all very 
entertaining in their description of the 
"late unpleasaitness" and I never yet 
met one who is not iatisfiad with the 
result of the war. 
Tie 
different 


Vattlefialds batweau Washington and 
Orange a^ng the line of the South- 
ern railroad are Bull Run, Manassas, 
Brandy S.atiou, Culpeper aud Cedar 
Mountain. 
This whole country was 


overrun by both armies and it is not 
improving vary fast, but there are 
some paople from the "Old Keystone" 
here who are teaching the natives how 
to farm. We came to Warrenton, Va, 
last night and this morning visited 
Jehu Benner, who came to Warreuton 
from Bedford twenty six years ago, 
and has one of the best-kept and nicest 
farms that I lave seen in the stale 
this trip. He euteria'ned us royallj 
while there and we wera sorry that 
we could not stay longer. He has a 
fine large field of wheat near his 
home, but his hay crop was ruined bj 
the hard winter and the dry spring. 
Mr Benner also has about thirty five 
horses and quite a herd of cattle. His 
son has a number ol thoroughbred 
horses, trained for fox hunting, ano 
keeps a lot of hounds for the enj sy- 
ment of the city sports who want to 
indulge in that kind of sport. These 
horisei can jump over fences five or sis 
feet high with the riders on their 
basks, although, the writer did not try 
the experiment. Whea they have nt 
fox to chasa tiey saturate the hide of 
some animal with allseed oil and 
drag it over the ground where they 
want to lave the sport aud then the 
dogs will tike the scent the same as 
though it were a real fox. This was 
all vary interesting to me and I think 
it will be new to many of the numer- 
ous readers of TUB GAZETTE. We also 
spent soma tima in Washington and 
visited Aidngton eematery which is 
cue of t-e most interesting places 
arouad Washington. The city itself

The recent advance in spirits, turpen- 
tine and rosin have given an impetus 
to the business. Many thousands of 
men are in the fields catching every 
irop of the sap as it comes from the 
trees. The manufacture of turpentine 
is much like that of whisky aad when 
the turpentine farmer can get 62 cents 
per gtllon at the still he is making 
more money than Eliza Heltzal does at 
feeding the hungry at one dollar per 
head. W. W. rosin has advanced from 
three dollars to four fifty per barrel. 
This also adds many dollars to the 
credit side of the account. The gar- 
dener ia now reaping his harvest 
Strawberries are now a thing of the 
past for 1905. Tomatoes are plenty. 
A. M Aston told me that he put out 
10,000 plants and had been shipping 
tomatoes for two weeks. The price will 
soon tumble and then the vines will 
ail be pulled up and the ground clean- 
ed for a crop of lettuc s which will be 
put out in November. The peas are 
about all here, while thousands of 
barrels of early potatoes are being 
sent north each day. Oabbage is also 
being brought to the warehouses by 
every team, horse, mule or ox, tbat 
can draw a wagon through the sand. 
One man told me that last year he 
made, clear of a'l expenses, 85,000 on 
snap beans, but this year he did not 
make enough to pay for the fertilizer 
that he put on the ground as the freeze 
in January had laid low his baan paten. 
I have seen some watermellons 
They 


look good but oh! the cost of pare- 
goric and soothing syrup to counter- 
act the pain has kept my stomach free 
of them, 
Gantalonpes and corn are 


plenty, earn sells here in market, three 
ears for ten cents, while cantaloupes 
range from 50 cants to one dollar a 
dozen. In speaking of corn I maan 
roasting ears and this year's crop. 


This city has improved very much 


since the fire a few yeirs ago. It is a 
great ma-ket for meal, mait, flour, 
hay and every thing of a substantial 
kind even to "Happy Bill" p-nuts. I 
shall very soon turn my head north 
aga'n and hope to be among the hills 
of Pannsylvaiia ere another new moon 
shows her head. 
I should enjoy a 


drink of Bedford water this day.

This is 
the question which is being discussed 
wherever politicians, or even business 


men, 
are gathered together in Wash- 


ington and, judging by tha reports, in 
business houses aud clubs all over the 
country.

moments to a group of stand patters,BS 
they are called, who rigidly oppose 
any change of the tariff schedules, he 
will be convinced that the Republican 
party is doomed to disruption and de- 
feat and their reasoning is not sur- 
prising. As the servants of the highly 
protected industries all 
over 
the 


country Republicans in congress have 
been diligently opposing every move 
toward lowering the tariff schedules 
and have denied, with haughty in- 
difference 
to facts, that American 


manufacturers were selling their pro- 
ducts abroad for prices far below those 
char-gad in this country. They have 
refused to listen to the people who 
have read the last Damocratic cam- 
paign book aud who there saw a long 
list of articles with two prices rpposite 
e»ch other, one the price charged the 
foreigner, the other the price charged 
the American fcr the same article and 
with a difference of about 50 par cent, 
in favor of the foreigner.

"Municipal owner- 
ship is a civic duty 
and the people's 
heritage" declared 
Mr. Carnegie to a 


representative of the New York Ameri- 
can recently. 
The great ironmaster 


points out the New York dock leases 
as a strong argument in favor of his 
point. The city builds them and leases 
them on certain terms for certain 
rents. The rentals on them are more 
than sufficient to pay the interest on 
the morey invested acd to provide a 
sinking fund which will in about 30 
years wipe out the debt, when all these 
rentals may be applied to general city 
purposes. 
During the discussion he 


cites many concrete instances to estab- 
lish the point being made and toward 
the close of his remarks says: "There 
is nothing1,like the purifying breath of 
public opinion blowing into all public 
institutions." 


Municipal ownership is by no means 


a new issue in local contests but it has 
been brought prominently to public 
gaze by the recent action of Chicago 
in voting to take over to the city valu- 
able franchises and the still more re- 
cent transaction in Philadelphia. Such 
transactions as the latter will tend to 
arouse resentment 
and hasten the 


time when cities will avail themselves 
of the income that justly belongs to 
them. The drift of the tide seems to 
indicate an extension of municipal 
ownership.

Last fall when the American 
roads weie plying 823 psr ton for steel 
rails at the mills the same American 
producers were selling to English com- 
panies the same rails at the mills for 
813 30. They paid 83,30 for transports- 


' tion to England and then sold the 


rails in Liverpool and Cardiff for SO 
per ton less than they would sell to 
American companies at 
Pittsburgh 


Such is the operation, in practice, of 
the tariff laws that exist in the Ameri- 
can nation in the year of ourLordl'JOS' 
The purchasing of rails and ship p'ales 
abroad will show up these conditions 
and it is this that is giving trouble to 
tbe "stand patters." The president 
and secretary havo been warned of the 
dire effect of the action but It is not 
thought that the lament of the trusts 
will be heard. The president has an- 
nounced that he is in favor of tariff re 
vision, and is not likely to be moved to 
recant by even resignations from the 
cabinet.

Probably he wss a conspirator, 
plotting the overthrow of the English 
government, or at least of the Tory 
party.

Many insects, birds, animals and even 
sli and ci'itbs nre wonderfully clever 
nitators. They \viil take upon tbem- 
elvew the color, shape or position of 
leir sun'Ouiuling'S so perfectly that 
either friend nor enemy can discover 
heir whereabouts. 
There is tr fish to be seen In the kelp 
eds about Hie island of Santa Oatallna 
'Inch has a clever way of making It- 
el£ invisible. The body Is slender, with 


pointed bead and prominent eyes, 
long the back is a continuous frill, 
'hicli is the dorsal fln, while, opposite, 
le anal fin is equally ornamented. The 
sh vary in color. Some are arnber, oth- 
rs orange or vivid green, while some 
ave two hues combined, dark and light 
reeu or olive and yellow. These pecu- 
arities of form and color render the 
sli marvelonsly like the kelp leaves 
mong which it seeks protection. 
A number of these fish were placed 
i the tanks of the zoological gardens, 
yhere they might be observed. They 
bowed great uneasiness, some of them 
vcn leaping from the tank. 
Another 


ink was prepared, where the natural 
urroundings of the fish were imitated 
s nearly as possible. A branch of ma- 
•ocystis, with leaves hanging in the 
•ater, was suspended over the tank, 
he most uneasy of the fish were placed 


the new borne, and their change of

much did it resemble the kelp leaves, 
nother crab makes itself look exactly 
ie a rough stone. When It Is alarmed 
draws up its legs and appears a bit 
inanimate stone. 
Several deep sea spiders which had 
een found at a depth of SOO feet were 
ept in a tank for several weeks.

gerated or not, it won lor him the de- 
risive title of "Old •Winnebago," which 
clung to him for a generatnn.

He entered into politics as the leader 


of alegis'ativeboltby which he was 
elected to the United States senate as 
the successor of James Buchanan, who 
had become a member of President 
Folk's cabinet. Tin Democrats had a 
clear majority in the legislature at the 
time, ard had nominated the late 
Chief-Justice Woodward to succeed 
Buchanan, but Cameron, who while 
professing to te a Democrat was a pro- 
tectionist, quietly made it of interest 
to a number of Democrats to bait the 
nomination of \Vocdward and support 
him for the vacancy 
This created a 


deadlock, and the Whigs, finding they 
could not elect a candidate of 1heir 
own, finally voted for Cameron, givirg 
him a majority, and thui a stepping- 
stone to his unsavory prominence in 
the politics of Pennsylvania. He was 
defeated for re-election in 1S49 because 
the Know-Nothing members of the leg- 
islature, who then held the balance of 
power between the Whigs aud the 
Democrats, imitated the example and 
followed the tsctics by which he had 
secured his first election with this dif- 
ference, that they fused with the 
Whigs, voting for Jemes Cooper, in- 
stead of Simon Cameron, Democrat,
